How one the nation’s leading librarians got axed City Hall 


NHEN THE TRUSTEES OF THE 
B BOSTON PUBLI IC LIBRARY MEET 
NEXT WEEK, THEY WILL DE 
renew the contract BPL president 
Bernie Margolis, in effect firing the man 
who has preserved and expanded the 
strengths the oldest public li- 
brary in the face of strained and diminish- 
ing financial resources. 
During his 10 years on the job, 
Margolis has led the BPL energetically 
and effectively into the 21st century: 
children’s services at branch libraries have 
been strengthened, Boston became the 
nation’s leader in urban digital access, 
and the long-neglected treasures that 
make the central library world-famous fi- 
nally began to enjoy a modicum of the sort 
of curatorial care they deserved. 
Why would the library’s trustees give the 
boot to a leader who has proved to be a tri 


umodating tradition,

a servi nted institution for the future?

hat Margolis has survived this long. Th 
he was allowed to build his splendid le 
largely due the efforts former Bost 
Globe publisher and now trustee

representative from Hyde Park. 

But, alas, all good things must come 
an end. Taylor and Bulger no longer wield 
the clout they once did, and Scaccia has 
worn his close relationship with Menino 
the bone in service of the greater good of the 
BPL. If Margolis deserves heartfelt thanks 
for his splendid service, then Taylor, Bulger, 
and Scaccia likewise deserve approbation as 
models disinterested public stewards

Couple this with 
his constitutional inability kiss the may- 
oral rump perhaps the most important req- 
uisite for survival in the Menino years — and 
you can begin understand why Margolis’s 
gold-plated library card not being renewed. 

Margolis, the library, and Boston deserve 
better. The letter-writing campaign that has 
been mounted Maroglis’s behalf will most 
likely have immediate effect. The mayor 
spent years appointing sufficiently pliant 
souls the board trustees achieve 
his end, and unlikely that his appointees 
will not what the mayor requires. That sad 
bit reality aside, important for the trust- 
ees to remember that their first loyalty — their 
only responsibility should the library 
itself. It is their job to insulate the library from 
the vagaries political life.

What the hell the Phoenix thinking printing Green Issue 
when that very enterprise would only use (some might 
charge “waste”) more paper? 

Good question, cynical reader. The short answer, smart-ass, 
that we’re newspaper, and traffic useful information that 
helps our readers better citizens. like think our content 
countervailing carbon offset that more than makes for the 
Canadian firs chop down. 


The longer answer requires little 
background. The Phoenix committed 
being environmentally friendly publi- 
cation. We recycle all paper waste that is 
the by-product printing given week’s 
issue, including all “returns” (those scarce 
copies not picked readers). re- 
cycle the aluminum plates that are used in 
the laser-etching each printed page that 
you read. For the past three years, we have 
been using soy-oil-based inks, rather than 
inks. And print 
the Phoenix newsprint that comprises 
30 percent recycled fiber and 70 percent 
virgin fiber, slightly higher ratio than 
the standard for the industry. (For the 
extra curious, use stock called 
AbiNews, produced the Canadian paper 
conglomerate AbitibiBowater.)

Now, the Green Issue you are holding 
your hands has been printed paper made 
also called AbiNews). From production, cost, 


and quality standpoints, there isn’t much 
difference between the 100 
cycled newsprint and the percent- 
recycled newsprint we typically use. 

The next logically cynical question 
you may then ask is, “If there is no 
noticeable difference in cost, performance, 
process, why the hell don’t you use 100 
paper for every edition, 
you tree-murdering bastards?” 

Keep your hemp shirts on, everybody. 
It’s all about availability. The 100 
newsprint are utilizing for the 
particular AbitibiBowater mill called the 
Thorold Mill, in Thorold, Ontario. This 
mill specializes the utilization 100 
newsprint, made from 
old newspapers purchased from recycling 
companies throughout the and Canada. 
But there simply isn’t enough recycled 
Paper around. Throw cost out the 
window: the paper just isn’t there.

pushing his trolley mildly down 
the produce aisle Trader Joe’s.

mental catastrophe. If that 
spinach isn’t locally grown, if 
those carrots were raised on fossil- 
fuel-based fertilizers, there stands 
your blushing eco-sinner. God help 
him forgot his reusable bag.

IT’S OUR PLANET, GOD DAMN IT, AND 
Eco-guilt’s opposing principle is not eco-skepti- 
cism. After all, if you don’t believe in global 
warming, then these intimations of culpability 
are an illusion, mere fevers of the daffy liberal 
brain. No, the real moral counterweight to eco- 
guilt eco-fuckit, which might define per- 
verse complicity in the spoliation of the planet. 
As in: “I really should recycle this . . . ah, fuckit.” 
Or: “We could walk there, thus conserving energy 

. fuckit. Let’s drive.” Or even: “Yeah, sure, drill- 
ing for oil in the Arctic National Wildlife Refuge 
will mess the place up a bit, particularly for the 
bears and whatnot . . . but fuckit.” 

It’s a complicated reaction. Part of it, no 
doubt, is just righteous human rebellion: hear- 
ing the senatorial drone of Al Gore, seeing the 
orthodoxy of environmentalism arrayed before 
them with its prophecies and injunctions, 
certain percentage of persons — helmet-less 
bikers, say, and millionaire congressmen — are 
going to say, “Screw that, daddy-o. | do what I 
want.” They’re just gonna. (It’s in the American 
grain.) But the other part is more mysterious: in 
the fuckit moment one assents to the apocalypse 
with the same avidity, the same weird ardor with 
which, when drunk, one seeks out porn or fast 
food. Some coarse and destructive spirit takes 
possession. We feel the cozy fires of Hell at our 


feet, and wriggle our tootsies delight. 
such moments the Earth itself, possibly, is 
saying fuckit.

And really, can you blame her? Take, for 
example, the comparatively recent phenom- 
enon of bottled water.

you really think that the colossal effects 
global warming will staved off household hab- 
its? Understand this: right now, global mega-giants 
are bankrolling the development emerging econo- 
mies in Macao, Kazakhstan, and elsewhere. Because 
of our country’s policy and outreach failures, they 
are charging forward ways that will maximize 
the return on their investments, not minimize the 
greenhouse-gas impact for the next century so. 
The difference will measurable tens thou- 
sands teragrams greenhouse gases year. 

Developing countries are where it’s for con- 
trolling the problem the long term. China will 
probably surpass the United States total CO2 emis- 
sions this year, according the Carbon Dioxide 
Information Analysis Center. Its output is growing at 
roughly 10 percent per year, largely due to the stag- 
gering pace new coal-burning plants being built 
there to support manufacturing facilities, which are 
needed meet the frenzied demand 
its trading partners, like us. Kazakhstan driven 
oil and natural-gas reserves — increased its per-capita 
CO2 emissions a stunning 6o percent from 1999 to 
2004, according to United Nations data.

Have you mentioned to your congressperson 
recently that like the get the ball with 
that? Or have you been too busy riding your bicycle 
the store that food grown within the right 
eco-distance of your house — or changing your light- 
bulbs, perhaps? you've probably heard, one mil- 
lion American households each changed four light- 
bulbs eco-friendly fluorescent, would eliminate 
900,000 tons of greenhouse gases a year. That’s less 
than one teragram, or about one-seventh of the emis- 
sions of just the US rice-cultivation industry. 


DIRTY MONEY, DIRTY AIR 
Surely the directed efforts of one million house- 
holds could accomplish more. 

They could, for instance, join the recent call of 
the Society for Ecological Restoration (SER). That 
19-year-old nonprofit is trying to jumpstart the 
drastically needed effort coordinate ecological- 
maintenance and restoration programs worldwide, 
mitigate the effects the climate change that 
already coming upon us. SER asking govern- 
ments, international-development banks, and 
private institutions provide financial support, 
technology, and expertise. 

You haven't heard much debate about that SER 
plea in your corporate-owned major media. It’s 
exactly the kind of serious, massive, and costly 
effort that corporate titans desperately don’t want 
anybody talking about. That’s because getting seri- 
ous about stopping the looming catastrophe will, 
absolutely, hurt the profits of many businesses, 
increase the spending governments (and thus 
requiremnore taxation), and slow, at least to some 
extent, the growth of the global economy. 

While you won't hear about these serious solu- 
tions on network television, you will hear plenty 
about climate change these days. That’s because 
we are in a new phase of obstructionism: we have 
moved from denial to co-option. 

Global-warming denial faces its inevitable last 
days. Like tobacco-industry chairmen before them, 
the climate-change naysayers have hidden their 
greed-driven practices behind the phony pretense 
of scientific doubt until now, when the very last 
human finds their pseudo-claims laughable. So cor 
porate titans have chosen the obvious next strategy: 
neuter the opposition by incorporating it. They now 
embrace environmentalism, and in doing so have 
taken control of its marketing. And the marketing 
has one goal in mind — to convince you that saving 
the Earth has nothing to do with regulation or gov- 
emment action or corporate behavior, but is purely 
a consumer choice. Saving the Earth, you are told by 
everyone from Nike to Esurance, is something that 
you do, at home, by buying clothes and car insurance. 

Perhaps you watched the unofficial worldwide 
launch of the new, corporate-subsidiary environ- 
mentalism movement: Live Earth. 

estimated two billion people wimessed this 
gelding of Al Gore, who, with the attention of all 
those people, said not a word to them about the 
global regulatory efforts he well knows are necessary. 
Instead, and the corporate sponsors doled out self- 
directed, consumer-spending advice such as: pay 
your bills online, replace your laptop with PC, buy 
a bicycle, buy new energy-efficient appliances. 

And, course, buy energy-saving fluorescent

light bulbs. The market for those bulbs is led by 

Live Earth corporate sponsor Philips. Its interests 
are hardly pure: in its most recent annual report, 
Philips crowed to investors of its plans to dominate 
“the largely untapped potential energy-saving 
lighting systems,” which Philips plans tap “in our 
pursuit sustained profitable growth.” 

This is what you are buying into when you fall for 
eco-marketing. Instead making these companies 
more money, try making a real difference. Throw 
down your fluorescent lamps, leave your computer 
night,-and something about the actual prob- 
lem that is destroying your children’s hopes: call your 
congressperson, join activist group, write board 
members ExxonMobil something. 


FALLING STAR 


The results of the eco-friendly crowd's wasted, misdi- 
rected effort can be seen very clearly in the grotesque, 
ongoing inaction the United States government, 
which through citizen apathy has been allowed to fall 
under the control the most shortsighted, greedy, 
corporate leaders imaginable. 

Two weeks ago, the Environmental Protection 
Agency held its annual meeting for the Natural Gas 
STAR Program the primary effort get oil 
and natural-gas producers, who are responsible for 
two percent of all US greenhouse-gas emissions — to 
reduce their output of methane, a gas 20 times more 
potent than carbon in trapping heat in the Earth’s 
atmosphere. 

This 14-year-old STAR program is a big knee- 
slapping hoot for the industry. Participation 
voluntary, and those companies that do sign up — 
roughly 110 of them, including BP and Chevron, 
representing less than two-thirds of the industry's 
emissions — agree only to implement programs 
they deem “cost-effective” for their company. That 
is, they graciously agree to do things that will 
demonstrably make them more money. 

The downsides to this commitment are nonex 
istent: the EPA promises these mega-emitters that 
they can “participate at a level that best suits your 
company,” that “implement{ation] of specific prac- 
tices is not mandatory,” “implementation plans are 
not binding,” and “you can terminate your partner- 
ship at any time with no penalties, further obliga- 
tion, publicity.” 

No publicity for walking out on STAR — but big 
publicity for joining. These companies receive the 
aggressive marketing of a grateful EPA, which, at 
the annual meeting, presents awards to roughly 10 
percent the participating companies, and then 
runs public-service announcements touting their 
accomplishments in national media. This year’s 
“Continuing Excellence” award, for instance, went 
to Consumers Energy. Just two weeks before that 
announcement, Consumers was facing criticism from 
a gathering of environmental groups in Lansing, 
Michigan. Those groups suggest that some any 
regulations should placed Consumers, which 
currently releases more than 10 million tons of CO2 
each year from plant near Lake Michigan, 
and building another billion plant the state. 

In a local article about the controversy, a 
Consumers official was quoted saying that people 
wanted the coal-firing plants: “The public has voted 
with its light switches.” what the corporate 
Earth-killers think of you. Who’s willing to do 
something about it?

Oil has been discovered Brigh- 

ton backyard. And in a Somerville 

barbecue joint. And in a Chinese 
restaurant in JP. And in scores of other un- 
likely places throughout greater Boston. But 
before you head online to order your exceed- 
ingly expensive derrick, drill pipe, and dump 
bailer, you should know that these “discover- 
ies” are more of the recycled and resourceful 
(rather than the geological) variety. 

The fuel Bostonians are finding 
biodiesel. afford the hefty price tag 
for a hybrid car, like a Prius? For a mere 
$5000 or so you could snag a used Mercedes 
and outfit run waste vegetable oil 
and biodiesel fuel. 

Above and beyond this low- 
tech ingenuity, many Boston 
fuel and utility companies are 
also beginning embrace 
biodiesel. Suddenly, it’s 
becoming big business. 

And it’s only taken a 
century for happen. 

When Rudolf Diesel con- 
ceived his compression- 
ignition engine in the 1890s, 
he wasn’t thinking about 
drums of viscous black crude 
sooty, sulfurous exhaust.

Redbones, Rob Gregory has been fueling the 
biodiesel revolution, one barrel at a time. 
“This was one of the first key places that was 
giving oil to the cause,” says Tom Schneider, 
advertising consultant with keen inter- 
est biofuels, and friend 

On a recent Tuesday afternoon, I met 
at Redbones with Gregory, Schneider, and 
Dave Staunton from Green Crease Monkey, 
Brighton-based group that both converts 
cars run used vegetable cooking oil 
better known as your run-of-the-mill 
grease and makes small batches biodie- 
sel from that grease. 

“Biodiesel,” of course, is a refined fuel 
that can power unmodified 
diesel engines. It may be 
produced from many virgin 
sources (soybean, flax, sun- 
flower, canola, palm, hemp) 
from filtered-waste veg- 
etable oil that’s been treated 
via esterification process 
make lighter and cleaner 
burning 

“Vegetable oil,” the 
other hand “veggie,” 
“veg,” simply “grease” 
can power diesels that have 
been specially modified.

the 1920s, however, the mighty petro- 
industry had stepped in. Its henchmen 
saw that diesel engines were altered 
better suited fossil fuels. And that was 
that. “Diesel” would thenceforth connote a 
smelly, poorly refined, petro-based pollutant 
belching from semi-truck smokestacks. 

Now, after century plundering the 
Earth for ever-depleting oil reserves, few 

and untold quantities planet-killing 
pollution, suddenly everyone thinking 
about green fuel. Chelsea and Quincy and 
Western Massachusetts, businesses have 
grown out the grassroots. And they’re 
rolling green they fill barrels with diesel 
distilled from stuff grown the ground. 

The benefit biodiesel and the larger 
category biofuel, which can also refer 
ethanol-based fuels made from corn, wheat, 
or sugar cane, and bummed in gasoline 
engines substantial. It’s sustainable 
and replenishable. Its emissions are cleaner. 
can locally procured, and isn’t con- 
trolled shady Middle Eastern despots. It’s 
inexpensive. And it’s much easier than you

The stereotype, of course, is that 
alternative fuels are for hippies and tree- 
huggers. Untrue, says Schneider: “The 
thing about biodiesel is, plays the 
mind the redneck well the granola 
cruncher. The rednecks don’t want to line 
the pockets of any A-rabs, and do want 
support the American farmer. The 
Cambridge granola crunchers are saying, 
great, I’m saving the environment, 
and doing locally.’” 

After paying nearly $6000 a year to have 
his used grease trucked away rendering 
firms, Gregory was happy give Green 
Grease Monkey for free. And they were happy 
take it. Whereas many restaurants will 
cost-consciously use and reuse their cooking 
oil until it’s all but worthless for engines, 
Redbones changes theirs several times 
week. “Our grease high-quality,” says 
Gregory. “They love our grease.” 

Plans are in the works for Gregory and 
Schneider start co-op-style biodiesel 
club called Green Street Fuels. In the mean- 
time, Green Grease Monkey is the most 
recognizable name veggie-fuel 
scene. taking trash and using

DON’T TRY THIS HOME 

chilly morning Green Crease Mon- 
key headquarters, just outside Oak 
Square, Staunton shows how easy it is — 
relatively speaking — to convert a car to run 
on vegetable-oil grease, and to refine grease 
into biodiesel. (For video of his demonstra- 
tions, log onto thePhoenix.tv.) 

During the past four years, Staunton and 
Creen Crease Monkey co-founders Patrick 
Keaney and Jamie Merkle have adapted more 
than five dozen vehicles to run on veggie oil 
and, through occasional workshops, have 
shown the more adventurous how to set up 
biodiesel processors. got 
about people their mailing list, and 
hope add many more interest these 
cheap and fuels takes off. 

It’s all done from a tiny backyard, strewn 
with countless five-gallon jugs of aspic- 
colored goop. “This is the raw stuff,” Staunton 
says approvingly, crouching over two different 
containers of varying quality. “See, some is 
cloudy, some is clear. The darker stuff is just 
a different type of oil. You're basically just 
trying to avoid particulate matter and water, 
which makes it cloudy and creamy.” 

“The stuff top pretty decent oil,” 
adds Staunton. “The longer you can let 
settle, the better. you can get out 
the sun or add heat to it, it will settle out 
even quicker.” 

Certain aspects of the job, certainly, are 
not glamorous. Most drums left out for 
Green Grease Monkey collection — in back of 
Redbones, or at several restaurants in JP and 
Allston are big. And heavy. full drum 
weighs 400 pounds, it’s lot physical 
labor,” says Staunton. “It becomes full-time 
job: you're not converting cars to run on ; 
biodiesel — you're collecting veggie oil.” 

But get him inside the backyard shed, 
with the Rube Goldberg-contraption 
pipes and pumps and tanks that’s his home- 
made biodiesel processor, and lights up. 

It’s a process at once simple and complex. 
An old electric water heater to hold and heat 
the vegetable oil. Another tank for methanol 
and lye. When contents of the two tanks 
commingle and circulate for about an hour, 

chemical process far too complicated 
describe here occurs. The end result: mix- 
ture of biodiesel and glycerin. In a settling 
tank, the biodiesel rises to the top, the dark- 


er, heavier glycerin sinks the bottom. Voila. 
onion rings and egg rolls. 
There are processors you can buy, too, 
but Staunton swears by his jury-rigged 24 
system. “Making biodiesel for yourself, 
you're not gonna wanna spend four or five 
grand the processor,” says. “Because 
it'll take you a while to make up that cost. 
Stuff like this, you spend couple hundred 
y P P 


bucks, make a few batches, and you've 
broken even.” 

To state the obvious, however: don’t try 
this at home unless you know what you're 
doing. Methanol is explosive and lye is caus- 
tic. Read up (try Joshua Tickell’s From the Fryer 
to the Fuel Tank). Be smart. Be careful. 

Moving back out to the driveway, where 
Volkswagen Rabbit and two-door

cars are usually still great shape, even 
they’re a quarter-century old. 

“Diesels run great,” says Schneider, who 
drives Jeep Grand Cherokee with Mercedes 
300 engine. “It’s like lawn mower.” 

One minor inconvenient truth, however: 
“Here, you have to deal with cold weather,” 
says Staunton. “That’s gonna your big- 
gest problem with veggie car.” 

Veggie oil, you see, must be heated to 
160 degrees to power an engine. Otherwise, 
it’s about thick and congealed 
November (let alone a frozen February) 
moring presents some challenges. Luckily, 
they’re easily overcome. 

“This car’s 22 years old, and it’s still in 
great shape,” says Staunton lifts his 
trunk to reveal a rectangular, red plastic 
tank that takes about fifth the space. 
To run on grease, one needs two tanks for 
two fuels, explains. One for the veggie 
grease, and the second for diesel — or, if you 
want avoid petroleum products entirely, 
for biodiesel. 

To heat the veggie to the proper viscos- 
ity, Staunton installs heat exchanger 
inside the grease tank, coil cop- 
per through which the engine coolant, 
warmed the engine, runs back and 
forth. The car started using the stock 
tank, filled with diesel, which heats 
the veggie oil. Under the hood filter 
for the veggie oil, warmed another 
heat exchanger. Once the veg has passed 
through, it’s clean and hot enough for 
the engine. 

It’s just that simple. Start the car, drive 
on diesel for five to seven minutes, then 
change over grease. Making the switch 
as easy as pressing a button on your dash. 

Just don’t forget the reverse about 
10 minutes before you know you're done 
driving. “You wanna purge the veggie from 
the system,” Staunton says. Back-flushing 
with diesel key. “If got cold veggie 
any the fuel lines 
{after you park], 
got problems.” 

But that’s a small chore 
for what you've got your- 
self: a clean-burning car 
whose fuel costs next 
nothing. Assuming you’ve 
found yourself good used 
car at a good price, Green 
Grease Monkey’s $1300 
basic install fee (the process 
takes about a week) means 
you could outfit yourself for 
$5000 or less. 

“Pretty low-tech con- 
sidering got your- 
self a hybrid now,” says 
Staunton. “What’s a Prius

He wants, he says, 
“to tell every business owner that there are 
ways they can save some money and help the 
environment.” 

At-large city councilor Felix Arroyo is 
another Green Grease Monkey customer — 
Keaney was his campaign manager the 
2003 election. Arroyo doesn’t own his cus- 
tomized '89 Rabbit anymore. These days, 
he rides the T most of the time. (It’s a good 
place to have office hours, he says with a 
laugh.) But he nonetheless recommends 
grease fuel “anyone who has diesel car. 
Honestly, I have no idea why we still use 
diesel for cars. Grease that would 
thrown away can used directly for cars, 
and the emissions are none. They really 
help the environment, and you will spend 
almost zero on gas.” 


ILLEGAL ENTERPRISE 

One small sticking point. Creasecars aren’t 
legal. least they’re not kosher with the 
Environmental Protection Agency. “Cooking 
oil is thicker, heavier, and does not burn as 
well regular auto fuel,” reads the EPA’s 
Web site, rather dubiously. “It likely 
cause more pollution than other types 
auto fuel. Vehicles converted use these 
oils would likely need certified [the] 
EPA; date, [the] EPA has not certified any 
vegetable-oil conversions.”

On his trip out west, Keaney fueled up 
with goop all over the map. stopped into 
Bellville, Missouri, for 80 gallons of really 
nice, filtered oil,” he says.

Back here in Massachusetts, veggie-oil 
way stations are not quite 
plentiful. But commercial 
fill-up spots are start- 
ing to be — even if they’re ~ 
not alway s centrally located. 
There’s one in Amherst, two 
in Ashfield. One each in 
Belchertown and Buckland, 
hicopee. 
And in Vineyard Haven, too. 
Perfect for diesel boats. 

Biodiesel is fast becoming 
big business in the Bay State: ~ 
It’s not just the grassroots, 
localized co-ops such as Creen 
Grease Monkey and Creasecar 
Vegetable Fuel Systems, in 
Easthampton, filling buck- 
ets with Frialator grease and 
processing several dozen gal- 
lons of biodiesel a month. 
Firms like Dennis K, Burke 
Oil Chelsea, World Energy 
Alternatives in Boston, and 
Twin Rivers Technologies 
Quincy are starting see 
significantly more interest in the biodiesel 
they’re selling. 

Unlike the vast openness out west, the 
Northeast known for its abundant 
agricultural resources, biofuel produc- 
tion tough here. But several plants are 
gearing up to produce biodiesel on a large 
scale, either from recycled cooking oil — 
the Berkshire Biodiesel plant Pittsfield 
will churn out 50 million gallons annually 
when it opens next year — imported feed- 
stock, locally grown biomass. “Most peo- 
ple not realize that canola grown 
rotational crop in Maine, and mustard seed 
viable crop the Northeast region,” 
reads the Web site for the Northeast Biofuel 
Collaborative. 

“Boy, we're doing a hell of a lot,” says 
Ed Burke, of Burke Oil.

“It’s growing really fast, not only the 
United States, but around the world,” says

All that and more. Compared 
with petro-based diesel, 
biodiesel does have far fewer 
emissions of sulfur (almost

(50 percent). It’s sustainable 
and renewable. And it’s grown 
right here home. 

Recycling used veggie oil to 
power (via straight grease 
or biodiesel), meanwhile, is 
an object lesson in environ- 
mentally friendly ingenuity. 
The economic perks involved for drivers and 
restaurant are gravy. 

From the grassroots the corporate 
corner office, one can feel, inexorably,

solid-gold hardware, and way 
resembled the shape quality the 
infamous Hermeés Birkin. Actually, it 
was made out of unbleached cotton, was 
priced five pounds Sterling ($15 for the 
US version), and was available in super- 
markets hardly résumé for haute- 
couture accessory. In fact, the only thing 
distinguishing the bag plain, cream- 
colored sack — were the words “I’m NOT 
a Plastic Bag,” scrawled in snarky royal- 
blue letters across the side. 

Hindmarch wanted people reuse her 
bag instead wasting plastic carrier bags, 
and, in the process, twist “going green” 
into something with genuine hipster cur- 
rency. She did this producing 
limited-edition run: the bag’s cheapness 
rendered it trendy, but its scarcity was 
what made cool. Considering the build- 
up and the circumstances, a healthy dose 
backlash was practically guaranteed. 

But thanks to Internet hype and runway 
darling Lily Cole sporting the bag to New 
York Fashion Week, the counterattack 
arrived early. The fact that the bag had 
become a fashion statement and didn’t 
even follow certain green standards didn’t 
sit well with environmental groups. The

Hindmarch claims she had only the best of 
intentions in her anti-plastic venture. As 
she told the London Times, “If make people 
think, then job done.” But the fashion in- 
dustry’s absorption the eco-trend and 
the subsequent hair-twirling over whether 
it stands to be more than just a fad — hasn't 
always gone smoothly, in no small part 
due the traditions excess which 
steeped. using organic fabric enough, 
designer required invent new produc- 
tion and manufacturing methods con- 
sidered truly environmentally friendly?

Which means contemporary eco-fash- 
ionites not only have the burden design-

Neither 
label causing any harm: both suggest 
designer’s willingness help, not hurt, 
the environment, whether it’s for super- 
ficial or serious reasons.

And Scott Morrison made sure that 
was churning out enough pants satisfy 
that need.

signature denim collection. The process 
was expensive, time-consuming, and 
extremely taxing, says Morrison, but it’s 
also one that felt was necessary, par- 
ticularly light the “many brands just 
going through the motions.” The result 
capsule collection three men’s and 
three women’s styles, priced from $200 
$240, that reflect both Morrison's obses- 
sion with quality, well his com- 
mitment putting genuine, socially 
responsible product the market. 

Barney’s will continue its eco-friendly 
project announced new partnership 
with famed designer Stella McCartney 
October, and has also collaborated with 
Loomstate, denim line founded Rogan 
Gregory, who also designs for EDUN. 

The latter, however, has approached 
the eco-conscious fashion question from 
slightly different angle. Although EDUN 
uses eco-friendly fabrics whenever pos- 
sible, this isn’t their sole focus. “Our 
main goal sustainable employment 
the developing world,” says Bridget 
Russo, the global marketing director for 
the company, which Gregory launched 
with U2’s Bono and Ali Hewson, the rock 
star’s wife. This past July, EDUN estab- 
lished Conservative Cotton Initiative 
assist communities Africa alongside 
the Wildlife Conservation Society. “At the 
moment, the demand for organic cot- 
ton supersedes the supply,” says Russo. 
“There are restrictions using 100 percent 
organic materials when you have full 
fashion line.”

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STYLE WITHOUT SACRIFICE 

It’s given that even socially conscious 
clothes-horses don’t want to help the en- 
vironment the expense trotting off 
dinner parties burlap gowns and hemp 
accessories. This hook where the future 
of eco-fashion lies, and this is why eco- 
fashion brands dedicated to the concept 
are serious about how it must be inter- 
twined with a good design philosophy. 

EDUN, for one, is flourishing on that 
front. The plush Spring 2008 line, inspired 
by the six degrees of dusk, is sumptuous- 
looking ($50-$400): Zooey Deschanel wears 
their dresses, the line has been acclaimed 
in countless fashion rags, and Bono’s name 
attachment certainly hasn’t hurt the com- 
pany’s status, 

Boria, meanwhile, stresses that, first 
and foremost, she and Knupp wanted 
develop cool knitwear collection when 
they began tossing around the idea 
Panda Snack. doesn’t have 
be Birkenstocks and granola,” she notes. 

This is particularly true if you're sell- 
ing eco-conscious discern- 
ing group fashionistas who covet fine 
items such recycled cashmere sweaters. 
“Eco-conscious is not enough,” says Ursula 
Stahl, who opened the eco-conscious 
Newbury Street boutique Envi with fel- 
low Tufts grad Callie Smith in May. “They 
must equally fashion forward and fit 
our criteria — to us, eco-fashion means 
style without sacrifice.” Two years ago, she 
adds, “it would have been nearly impos- 
sible fill whole store with what 
consider eco-fashion items.” 

What happens, though, when you 
promote something aesthetically pleas- 
ing that advances the green crusade, 
even it’s not necessarily capturing the 
“go green” message literal sense, 
with Hindmarch’s anti-plastic bag? 
Creenward, eco-modern boutique and 
gift shop Porter Square, Scott Walker 
and his wife, Simone Alpen one the 
founders the quirky-craft shop Magpie 
and co-organizer Boston’s beloved 
punk-crafts fair Bazaar Bizarre sella 
variety eco-friendly products, not all 
which are made from organic or recycled 
materials. Walker points some the 
brightly printed polyester shopping bags 
that Greenward sells Enviro-sax 
and Reisenthel ($4.50). “They look nice, 
and they’re easy carry around,” says 
Walker. “It encourages people actually 
use them. You have make things easy 
for people, and that’s what try do.” 

It’s possible that the larger environ- 
mental question will never fully seep into 
business where beauty premium, 
youth everything, and having gigantic 
walk-in closet the size two oversize bed- 
rooms scores a huge editorial in a major 
women’s magazine (see the Kimora Lee 
spread Style’s September 
issue), Still, consumer demand alone sug- 
gests that eco-fashion trend 
ing toward the mainstream. “The fashion 
industry has shifted consciousness all 
levels,” says Loudermilk. “The market test- 
ing tells us that consumers are responding 
and spending extra dollar for some- 
thing that respectful the Earth.” 

Regardless how many people who 
wear organic clothing actually appreciate 
the effort that went into it, and how many 
designers are capitalizing fad instead 
of a mindset, before long, eco-fashion 
will able boast its mini-reforma- 
tion simply being pervasive enough 
spread. might not the flat-ironed 
answer people want hear, but nobody 
ever said fashion was about being fair. ©

Robyn’s Bar and Gri 


Not your average ‘regular food’ 


JIMMIE M ICE-CREAM SANDWICH The signature dessert, served hot and humongous. 


With all the insanely expensive steak- 

houses going up, it’s good to see a 
quiet, steady revival of neighborhood pubs. 
Robyn's Bar and Grill moved into trendy 
Roslindale Village just as a big wave of gen- 
trification was beginning to ebb. The idea 
was that a menu of well-made, popular food 
would satisfy diners the way Doyle’s, the 
Calway House, and the West Roxbury Pub 
and the chef had real smoker and 
few ideas about Italian food, so much the 
better. The results bear out the theories, 
and Robyn’s is as good a place for a low-key 
family dinner as it is for watching a game 
with screaming fans. 

Robyn's makes a few concessions to 1950s 
plain eating, such as unripe freight-car to- 
matoes and plain white rolls (made look 
like French rolls and served hot, but you'll 
still need butter to sustain the illusion). But 
after that, it delivers on several levels. 

For starters, fried calamari ($8.50) are 
very nicely fried, a good sign for the 
Ipswich clams and other fried dishes. The 
dip marinara and red-pepper flakes, 
plus a bit of uncooked wine or spirits that 
just needs a little time to work in. Caesar 
salad ($5.95) is pretty plain, but not every 
occasion requires novel Caesar salad. 
Anda garden salad ($5.95) features those 
unripe tomatoes. If you add grilled shrimp 
($9.50), you get six big ones, though they 
don’t taste much better than the tomatoes. 

Thankfully, you can avoid most of these 
appetizer problems with a wood-grilled 
pizza for the table. Our “prosciutto with 
fire-roasted tomatoes, smoked mozzarella, 
and scallion” ($11) was wood-grilled 
was actually burned a little, but so big you 
could just ignore the few burnt pieces. The 
yuppie-sounding toppings made a classic- 
tasting pizza pie. 

Acurrent special, the mixed grill ($16), 
was outstanding. The St. Louis smoked ribs 
($18/full rack) were slightly smoked, with 
a nice chewy texture that lets one savor the 


sauce (which also seems to have some hicko- 
ry-smoke flavor). A few of Mad Mike’s wings 
($8 as an appetizer) were either interestingly 
baked light-smoked with peppery dry 
rub — like Buffalo wings without the greasy 
surface. And steak tips were a little overdone 
and dense, but the sausage tasted lot like 
the one from the Greek butcher shop 
Roslindale Village: solid and meaty. You get 
two side dishes with a dinner like this, and 
ours were far better than the usual at these 
prices. Green beans were fresh and crisp 
with a Chinese-style sauce; cole slaw had 
bits of fruit and nuts — just enough for inter- 
est, not so much as to make it weird. 
Spaghetti and meatballs ($12.50) is an- 
other special that ought stick (on the 
menu, and to your ribs). The two meatballs 
were nearly tennis-bal! size, browned, and 
again more meaty and herbal than the 
usual starchy-filler style. The pasta was 
fully-cooked linguini (well, we’re not in 
the North End); the sauce was tomato and 
cream with maybe a splash of vodka — this 
time cooked into a harmonious richness. 
Ten taps’ worth of drafts won't rival 
Doyle’s, but the two we tried — Samuel 
Adams Octoberfest ($4.50) and Stella 
Artois ($4.25) — were clean-tasting, and 
attention was shown to the details. There 
is a short and very reasonably priced wine 
list. (Just remember: red wine with steak 
tips; white wine with fried shrimp.) Cof- 
fee and decaf were made fresh for us on a 
quiet weeknight. Both were good. 
Desserts are humongous. The signature 
item is the Jimmie M ice-cream sandwich 
($6.50). There are no jimmies — it’s a hot, 
half-baked white-chocolate-chunk cookie 
with macadamia nuts in a cas t-iron pan, 
topped with vanilla ice cream. An ordi- 
nary piece of chocolate cake ($5) is dense 
and rich enough for any yuppie, and big 
enough for four them. 
As for the dining room, it’s similar to 
all the nicer pubs in town, but newer and 


simpler. There are large TVs (no sound) 
that run sports. Service our night was 
friendly and quick, but wasn’t busy 
night. It might become friendly and slow 
with full dining room. 

New readers may surprised see res- 
taurant with “regular food” (one the own- 
ers has called this “regular food with gour- 
met twist”) getting three stars, while some 
those fancy steakhouses are only getting 
two. But that’s how see the world: execu- 
tion counts more than degree of difficulty. 
The fact is, with some better tomatoes and 
more taps and “gourmet twists,” 
could have had all four stars. 


After my recent review of Smoken’ Joe’s 
Barbeque, I received an unusual e-mail retort: 


I want to assure you that no meats are poached at 
Smoken' Joe's. All of our smoking is done low and slow 
with hickory wood. I am not disputing what you de- 


scribed, course, just trying piece together how could 


have happened. We suspect that one of our kitchen super- 
visors was improvising, and retraining process. 


Now, the restaurant business is one in 
which actually possible for the dog 
eat your homework, but e-mail defense 
to my criticisms is usually invective. So I 
went back and re-tasted a Smoken’ Joe bris- 
ket sandwich ($7.99) and a Smoke House 
Sampler ($18.99). Howling Wolf was on 
the sound system as I waited for take-out. 
Things were fact much improved, and 
the crumbly texture of pre-poached meats 
was gone. 

This is still not Texas smoked ‘cue, witha 
red line and a strong flavor. But it has some 
smoke, and is well within the definitions of 
barbecue large parts the old and middle 
South. In this treatment, the pulled pork 
(which never truly smoked) was perhaps 
truest to type. The ribs and chicken were 
chewy and worth chewing, the chicken 
having perhaps a little more smoke. The 
brisket was slightly less smoky than on my 
previous visit, but juicier — an outstanding 
sandwich if you don't like a lot of smoke. 
Put up another star, Mabel. ©

For decades, even he’s led the zesty 
bourgeois life gourmand and Parisian 
intellectual, Jacques Vergés has made liv- 
ing defending bomb-wielding revolutionar- 
ies, from Algerian independence fighters 
members Germany’s Baader-Meinhof

Diamond frames the tale of 11-year-old 
Pecola, who wears an ugliness “that does 
not belong her” and covets the blue 
eyes of pretty, popular Shirley Temple. As 


in the novel, the primary narrator is Clau- 


dia MacTeer, who with her sister, Frieda, 
befriends the rejected Pecola. Claudia's 
attitude toward pink-skinned, yellow- 
haired Shirley is hardly reverential — just 
ask the doll she decapitates. But the main 
disparity between Pecola’s hard life and 
the MacTeers’ is that the latter live in a

Around 1600, after a century of civil wars, 
Japan settled into an era of relative peace un- 
der the samurai warriors of Edo (present-day 
Tokyo). There and in Osaka and Kyoto, “plea- 
sure quarters” developed. They offered legal 
brothels, theaters, and teahouses where, 

the catalogue for the Museum of Fine Arts’ 
“Drama and Desire” explains, “even the most 
reliable, serious-minded family man luxuri- 
ated shamelessly in all manner of musical en- 
tertainment and dance performed geisha 
or in witty conversation and other intimacies 
with a courtesan” —i.e., a prostitute. 

The contemporaneous prints that cap- 
tured this “ukiyo,” or “floating world,” are 
well known, but the MFA’s “Drama and 
Desire: Japanese Paintings from the Float- 
ing World 1690-1850,” in the Torf Gallery, 
(“pictures the floating world”) paintings. 
All are drawn from the MFAé’s collection of 
than 700, which proclaims the “fin- 
est” and “largest collection of its type in the 
world.” They were acquired Japan the 
1870s and 1880s, when Boston and the MFA 
were visionary in their art collecting. Ah, 
the good old days. 

The highlights include four large, rare, 
terrific kabuki-theater advertising sign- 
boards from the late 1700s that have been 
attributed to Torii Kiyomitsu or his school. 
Originally hung angle the eaves 
theaters to attract customers, they're boldly 
painted and often combine several events 
the plays into one scene. One from 
1758, said to be the “oldest known extant” 
kabuki poster, advertises tale unfairly 
maligned poet, with two trios actors 

giving one another the hairy eye along 


riverbank. Other posters feature tea seller 
haunted ghost and tale 16th-cen- 
tury warlord seeking revenge on a rival who 
had assassinated their common overiord. 

But mostly the exhibit girls, girls, girls. 
Hishikawa Moronobu’s late-17th-century 
screens Scenes from the Nakamura Kabuki The- 
ater and the Yoshiwara Pleasure Quarter provide 
tour Edo’s “pleasure theatrical 
performances, bordellos, men gawking 
prostitutes and their entourages promenade 
down streets. Throughout the exhibit, rav- 
ishingly elegant woman strum samisens, 
pick flowers, stroll along riverbanks, and just 
beautifully sit. A woman in a flaming red wig 
dances with peony branches in her hands in 
Katsukawa Shunsho’s hanging scroll Shakkyo, 
the Lion Dance (1787-88). In Utagawa Toyokuni’s 
large hanging scroll Geisha and Waitress (1804- 
18), a woman smiles as she sits reading a love 
letter and curls her toes (what a lovely detail). 

These paintings are often considerably 
larger than ukiyo-e prints, but the execution 
remains exquisitely refined. The colors are 
richer too, but the pictures are still driven by 
swooping calligraphic linework set against 
flat areas pattern and color. 

the 700 ukiyo-e paintings, 100 
are sexually explicit “shunga,” or“spring pic- 
tures,” which MFA curator Anne Nishimura 
Morse, who organized the exhibition, says 
amount to the largest group of erotic ukiyo-e 
paintings anywhere. (Now that would 
exhibit to see at the MFA.) She sprinkles a few 
erotic handscrolls throughout the exhibit. 
They’re filled with couples threesomes 
various states undress tangled ex- 
plicit sex. The characters’ anatomies kindly 
swash and squish for the sake design and 
clarity. The penises are uniformly hulking. 

The exhibit concludes with gallery 
paintings by Katsushika Hokusai (1760-1849). 
His mastery apparent. paints with 
freedom, energy, precision, and charisma, 
whether he’s depicting woman gazing 
herself in a mirror, the dazzling feathers of 
phoenix, curling dragon, old poet 
contemplating the great torrent water- 
fall. Zhong Kui, the Demon Queller (1805) depicts 
legendary Chinese protective spirit bold 
red brushstrokes across white cotton flag 
that must have been astonishing when seen 
flapping breeze. The old man strides 
forward, his big worried eyes sunken into 
his skeletal face, his robe windswept. His 
right hand holds his sword precisely; his left 
reaches uncertainly. 

Organized by the Museum of East Asian 
Art National Museums Berlin and pre- 
sented the Japanese Paintings and 
Ceramics Galleries, the companion exhibit 
“Arts Japan: The John Weber Collec- 
tion” presents, from the New horde, 
some 80 fine wood, porcelain, and stoneware

dishes, screens, scrolls, and kimonos, dating 
from the 12th to the 20th century. An anony- 
mous 16th-century scroll imagines a 54-round 
competition among characters from The 
Tale of Genji. The poets are drawn in fine, unin- 
flected black-ink contour lines calligraphic 
text curls about them like smoke thoughts. 
Utagawa Toyokuni’s hanging scroll Courtesan 
in her Boudoir (circa 1818-'25) depicts a pale wom- 
fixing her disheveled hair her robe 
open revealing her breast. Japanese calligra- 
phy says: “Perhaps you can guess/What has 
just happened/During tryst the pillow!/ 
Asleep, hair was tangled/By tempest 
the bedroom.” 

An anonymous pair of 17th-century fold- 
ing screens depict the Attack the Rokuhara Pal- 


ace. They resemble scene from 
Akira Kurosawa epic film as horse- 
men gather at the right and charge 
into a river. Archers lie in wait for 
them. Back at the palace, a discom- 
bobulated commander stands with 
his helmet on backwards. 

An early-igth-century blue silk 
robe embroidered with 
shimmering black cormorants that 
glide above water embroidered with 
pattern reeds, flowers, and 
fishing nets. A 20th-century man’s 
winter robe shows a googly-eyed 
cartoon spider with devilish grin 
creeping toward butterfly caught 
in its web. A 20th-century silk-and- 
rayon robe stenciled with ab- 
stracted purple-and-white tortoise- 
shell pattern. 

ter a brief intermission for 
World War II comes “Contempo- 
rary Outlook: Japan,” in the MFA’s 
Rabb Gallery, an okay sampler of 25 
Japanese works that MFA curator 
William Stover has assembled from 
the collection and loans. 
The earliest works bubble from 
expressionist noir underbelly 
post-war recovery. Katsumi 
Watanabe’s 1970s photos show 
people seedy bars, nightclubs, 
and hotels Tokyo red-light dis- 
trict. Daido Moriyama’s 1987 photo 
Tights peers between woman’s legs 
fishnet stockings and becomes 
Op Art pattern. 

The end the gallery devoted 
to several works by Yayoi Kusama, 
who gained notice with flashy 
poppy paintings, installations, and 
performances New York the 
1960s and here seems a transitional 
figure. Shoes (green) (1997) is a pair of 
glittery green strappy ladies’ shoes 
sprouting blobs that resemble sweet 
potatoes worms. It’s like dream 
from the Wizard Oz’s Emerald City. 

Takashi Murakami, one of the paramount 
figures Japanese art today, represented 
flat, cartoony 2002 painting fanged 
space stations floating atop blue-and-cream 
camouflage pattern and brown 2003 purse 
spotted with pink cartoon flowers. Murakami 
has been ringleader for group youngish 
artists working cute style called kawaii 
in Japan. A dreamy diaristic 2003 Aya Takano 
painting depicts big-eyed, big-lipped girl 
standing under a crescent moon in a sheer 
nightgown, her long hair curling the 
wind. Chinatsu Ban’s 2005 sculpture Fish Eyes 
elephant that leaves pile cartoony poop.

But 
they went and made it anyway. Worse, 
the weeks between March, when the pre- 
posterous pilot for Cavemen was announced, 
and October, when the show finally pre- 
miered, one kept reading mealy-mouthed 
pronouncements that Caveman was not 
minutes of dumb-as-rocks dead air but a 
mordant metaphor for race relations 
America. was buddy show. About dif- 
ferent-looking, discriminated-against mi- 
nority who call themselves “maggers.” 

It’s not even the idea that Cavemen (ABC, 
Tuesdays at 8 pm) is based on a 15-second 
car-insurance commercial that’s galling. 
It’s more the phoniness and cynicism with 
which it was rolled out. Upon its initial 
limited screening, the pilot was met with 
howls derision. was time retool. 
The race thing was all but eliminated. The 
show’s setting, for whatever reason, was 
moved from Atlanta to San Diego. It was 
partly recast. 

None of that helped. Cavemen is still 
terrible. Everything about it is bad. With 
their mangy beards, greasy wigs, and Joe 
Girardi brows, the leads — three cavemen 
sharing an apartment among evolved ho- 

no sapiens — look like grown-up versions 
Cha-Ka from Land the Lost. The acting 
is flat. The cinematography is bland and 
washed out. 

The writing? Formless and gormless, 
with nary a joke to be seen. Cavemen is just 
bad sit-com. With cavemen. But worse. 

Actually, there was one marginally 
humorous moment episode four. The 
prickly Nick (Nick Kroll) is substitute- 
teaching for a day. He introduces himself

It was funny, for a fleeting second, to 
watch Nick beating the crap out the high 
school’s mascot — a lumbering Cro-Mag 
wielding club the size tree and 
learning later, to his horror, that the inci- 
dent had been taped and uploaded to You- 
Tube. But it was also then that I realized 
I'd rather be watching goofy home-videw 
clips on-line than show that cost mil- 
lions of dollars to produce.

Denis Johnson has given us so many 
maimed and suffering souls the past 
25 years, he could fill a trauma ward. 
We've met men and women hollowed 
out by domestic loss (The Name of the 
World), drug use (Jesus’ Son), and failed 
suicide attempts (Resuscitation Drowned 
Man) not mention the end the 
world (Fiskadoro). Now, entering his 6os, 
Johnson gives his “apocalypse now”: 
big, slow-motion epic about America’s 
experience Vietnam. Even you 
think done with Vietnam novels, 
Tree Smoke could change your mind 

belongs the shelf next Tim 
O’Brien, Larry Heinemann, and Stephen 
Wright. Not only does re-create the 
jungle’s ooze and the paranoid warble 
war being micro-managed the CIA, 
it encapsulates the long horrible fall- 
out in prose as good as any Johnson has 
written yet. (It's been nominated for the 
National Book Award, whose winners 
will be announced Wednesday. ) 

The story has a large cast of charac- 
ters, the most important of whom are 
Skip Sands and his storied uncle, the 
Colonel. Both wind up in Vietnam — one 
having already proved himself a hero, 
operative. Skip’s view war and the 
US military is forever changed when he 
witnesses the assassination of a priest in 
the Philippines the CIA.

Ne get this type of turning point 
again and again. One by one, Johnson 
bends his characters over the wooden 
bench his prose and breaks their inno- 
cence. In one early scene, a soldier hikes 
into the jungle and shoots a monkey 
just because can. Then freaks out. 
“Jesus Christ,’ ” he shouts at the con- 
vulsed, dying animal, “as if it might do 
something about its embarrassing and 
hateful condition.” 

In Johnson's vision, that irrational 
episode becomes emblematic in- 
volvement in the war. The novel begins 
on the day of Kennedy’s assassination, 
with hardcore military types in tears, 
and sidewinds luxuriantly, Johnson’s 
most robust four-barreled tone, into the 
1980s, where some of its characters wash 
brittle and embittered. There’s Ca- 
nadian nurse who loses her missionary 
husband; there’s a South Vietnamese en- 
voy whose fate gets bounced around with 
that of his American minders. There are 
also two brothers, Bill and James Huston, 
whose experience the country terri- 
bly familiar in its random brutality. 

Although Johnson's characters have 
gotten banged over the years Tree 
Smoke even carries one of them forward 
from his debut novel, Angels — this book 
showcases his mastery Ten 
years ago published noir; with Tree 
Smoke he’s written thriller. The plot 
is braided within an inch of its life. Its 
prose has been put steroids and fed 
diet of red meat. 

This stylistic change gives some se- 
quences an action-flick cadence. There 
are captains who pronounce self-esteem 
“self-steam”; there are proto-macho 
strategy lunches powered by lines like 
“When the balance tips too far, you jump 

on the teeter-totter — on my side, inci- 

dentally.” All this testosterone could 

easily expose this sprawling, flawed, 
beautiful novel one sledgehammer

oe Strummer was the embodiment of 
punk, up till his final day, December 
22, 2002. It was a congenital heart 
defect that gothim — something that 
could have killed him student 

at Newport College of Art in '73, or dur- 
ing his squatter years with the 101’ers, 

the pub-rockers who prepared him for 

the challenges of the Clash. Instead, he 
died peacefully, asleep his comfortable 
cottage in Broomfield, a tiny farming vil- 
lage nestled the Sedgemoor district 
Somerset, 160 miles southwest of London. 
could have been tragic: the years fol- 
lowing the end the Clash, Strummer 
had entered deep depression. Except for 
a few odd jobs (a tour fronting the Pogues; 
collaborating with Mick Jones the sec- 
ond Big Audio Dynamite album), was 
lost in the wilderness. But by 2002, he 
was back in top form, having nearly com- 
pleted his third album with the Mescale- 
ros, the group who brought him back into 
the spotlight frontman, songwriter, 
and punk icon. After the initial shock 
his death passed, it felt somehow right, 
his work here were complete and he’d 
simply moved on. 

In fact, for much of his life, as told in 
Chris Salewicz’s exhaustive new biogra- 
phy Redemption Song: The Ballad Joe Strummer 
(Faber and Faber), and in Julien Temple’s 
new two-hour bio-pic The Future Unwrit- 
ten (opening at the Coolidge Corner this 
Friday), Strummer seems have been 
blessed the fates. was given con- 
sulting the Ching. Paul Buck was one

and his Telecaster. was pattern that 
carried over to the Clash, where in quick 
order second guitarist Keith Levene was 
sacked, then original drummer Terry 
Later, Topper Headon, the drum- 
mer whose talents (along with Mick’s) 
propelled punk into uncharted territory, 
had the misfortune being sacked just 
the Combat Rock song built from the 
bottom up, “Rock the Casbah,” was break- 
ing worldwide. And,

mer and Simonon

Pistols arrived, punk could have had its 
moment without Strummer. But two of 
the Pistols’ early shows were opening for 
the 101’ers. All the punks were there, and 
Strummer was ripe for the picking. 

John Mellor was, however, a troubled 
soul. his way Joe Strummerhood, 


his older brother David had joined the 
fascist National Front and then taken 
his own life. The “incident” was rarely 
discussed, and when Strummer brought 
it up in a '77 interview, he got the date 
wrong — 1971 instead of 1970. But the 
truth and Joe Strummer were often at 
odds: the myth didn’t always correspond 
to the reality, and if this inner conflict 
drove him creatively, it also fed his 

dark moods. If not for the support of 
myriad friends in those years between 
the Clash and the Mescaleros, the ballad 
of Joe Strummer might have ended more 
tragically. 

Once again, fate intervened. Strum- 
mer was reinvigorated the neo-punk 
of the '90s. He Djed a BBC World Service 
radio show that, according to Temple, 
reached “120 million listeners worldwide 
million which spoke English.” 
was dream job for Strummer, who'd also 
begun to host campfires, the kind of occa- 
sions for open discussion he’d favored in 
the Clash. Temple artfully weaves camp- 
fire sessions and the radio show into the 
film until it’s as if Strummer were DJing 
his own story. (The film's soundtrack 
gives a good feel for the radio show.) But, 
Salewicz’s biography, the story al- 
ways seems to return to the Clash. It’s 
reflection how deeply intertwined 
Strummer and the Clash became, and 
tribute to just how potent the Clash, as an 
ideal, remain tothisday. © 


Temple talk 


Julien Temple was one of the first film- 

makers on the scene when punk erupted in 
the UK. He chose to follow the Sex Pistols, and 
that led to the definitive Pistols film, 2000's 
The Filth and the Fury. But he spent some time 
with the Clash early on, and two decades later 
he formed a close friendship with Joe Strummer 
Thanks in part to Strummer’s tendency to em- 
bellish, his story is a convoluted one. But after 
his death in 2002, Temple set out to get to the 
core of it. Here's some of what he told me about 
The Future Is Unwritten 


WHAT WAS YOUR ORIGINAL RELATION- 
SHIP WITH JOE? | had an intense relationship 
with him and the other guys in the Clash for 
about three or four months in late '76/early '77. 
The opening image the film, when sings

Clark gets 
everything out of the B-3, with the whining 
harmonies its draw bars and the whoosh 
of its Leslie speaker, but he also knows how 
to lay out, lifting Stein’s solos with nothing 
but the subsonic oomph his bass pedals.

Organized chaos 


JESSICA RYLAN’S FLOWERING ELECTRONICS 


When people think synthesizers, it’s 
usually in the context of a well-ordered 
pop song. Synths provide the melody in a crunk 
track, the moody atmospherics of early-’80s 
new wave, the noodling byzantine solos 
prog. When local experimental musician and 
instrument designer Jessica Rylan thinks of 
synthesizers, however, she 

thinks of chaos. And that’s a - 


good thing. RARE 


Rylan began working with 
modular analog synthesizers 
the late 90s. Inspired by elec- 
tronics magazines and late-night 
college she started build- 
ing instruments 
and sogh became oneefthe most 
distinctive figures in the Lowell noise scene. “For 
me,” she explains, “noise was about confronting 
myself and taking responsibility for myself, but it 
could also limiting, because developed kind 
romance with throw-away junk.” 

After building her first synthesizer, she con- 
fronted different challenge when she tried 
perform with it: the design seemed inhibit 
rather than encourage musical expression. And 
then she saw a performance by the German ana- 
log synth virtuoso Thomas Lehn at the ICA, and 
whole new world performance possibilities 
opened up. 

“When I built my first modular synth and 
started playing it, I thought, ‘This is really 
boring. This doesn’t sound like real life, 
the world, or even a normal instrument.’ But 
Thomas Lehn had developed these new tech- 
niques and performance practices get around 
an instrument that was almost too perfect. It 
was after seeing him perform that began 
develop my own ways of getting around the kind 
uninteresting perfection that synthesizers 
can have.” 

In her work, Rylan coaxes a broad range of 
expressive sounds — from wriggling blips to jar- 
ring squawks. And though her music can sound 
almost random, like the fluttering and chirping 
of birds, it’s governed by an idiosyncratic logic. 
“I'm interested music that changes lot. 
doesn’t really have a melody, and sometimes it 
doesn’t really have a key. It’s based around tex- 
tures.” Yet for all its complexity, it’s also some- 
thing that she hopes recognizable music, 
with intricate patterns that often mirror, how- 
ever obliquely, the strictures pop song. 

These days, Rylan research affiliate the 
Center for Advanced Visual Studies MIT. This 
Wednesday, she’ll give public talk MIT 
analog synthesizers, chaos, and mass produc- 
tion. (Two days earlier, she’s performing at P.A.’s 
Lounge.) “It’s partially artist talk,” she says 
the MIT date, “so discussing how came 
work with synthesizers and began building them. 
But also interested chaos. the past, was 
fascinated by random things, such as noise, be-

cause noise and randomness are really two words 
that describe the same thing. But more recently, 
I've been focusing on behavior that is chaotic rath- 
er than random. It’s a difficult distinction to ex- 
plain, because the two can look and sound similar, 
but there are certain kinds patterns that emerge 
in chaotic behavior that you learn to recognize and 
which are pretty interesting. 
going talk about what that 
means and how it’s being ap- 
plied music.” 

As for mass production, after 
years building one-of-a-kind 
instruments, last fall Rylan 
founded Flower Electronics, 
which produces small runs 
instruments, such as her much 
sought-after Little Boy Blue personal modular 
synthesizer. The synths have proven to be popular 
gifts; you can check out photos and sound samples 
at www. flowerelectronics.com. 

“The last three synthesizers that | sold were 
actually birthday presents bought guys for 
their girlfriends. It was really weird, but then I 
realized, ‘God, this is the best market!’

Boston Lyric Opera’s revival 

of La bohéme (an economically 

driven 2002 co-production with 

Opera Theatre of St. Louis, with 

costumes designed for the Santa 
Fe Opera), I ran into several acquaintances 
who had never seen Puccini's most popular 
opera, his Romeo and Juliet — which, as in 
Shakespeare, is a lively comedy about young 
love with heartrending tragic ending. (It’s 
now also famous as the basis for the Broad- 
way musical Rent.) My friends were enjoy- 
ing the sweet story and the endless flow of 
melody. And unlike BLO’s very first Bohéme, 
back in 1992 (the only Bohéme I've ever seen in 
which the staging undermined the foolproof 
tearjerking dénouement), this production 
(remaining performances at the Shubert 
Theatre November 9, 11, and 13) does nothing 
— or nothing major — wrong. I was a little 
worried early on when the poet Rodolfo (tenor 
Derek Taylor) sings about looking out over 
the smoking chimneys of Paris while he’s 
standing nowhere near the garret window 
Puccini's librettist surely had in mind. And in 
the last act, stage director Timothy Ocel has 
one roommates, the philosopher 
Colline (long-haired bass-baritone Matthew 
Burns), relieve his bladder without leaving 
the room. Ocel seems surprisingly unsure 
of the layout of that garret, or else he has a 
rather odd notion about roommates. But my 
worst fears remained groundless. 

With good singing, acting, and conduct- 
ing, stage director for bohéme can afford 
keep out the way, which pretty much 
what Ocel does. No awful gimmicks, and 
nothing more than routine, either. If you've 
seen La bohéme, there’s little here you haven’t 
seen. First-time BLO conductor Ari Pelto 
keeps lively pace, and the orchestra plays 
extremely well for him. And the cast consists 
of attractive young prize winners, most of 
them making their BLO debuts. 

For La bohéme veterans, however, there's a 
good deal to be desired. None of the singers 
here (and the same was true of the 2002 BLO 
production) compares with the wonderful 
baritone Mark Oswald as the incessantly jeal- 
ous painter Marcello (another roommate), 
irresistible Angelina Réaux his mad- 
deningly coquettish girlfriend, Musetta, 
who towered above that misconceived 1992 
version. far the best singing this time 
soprano Alyson Cambridge Mimi. Her 
warm, full voice seerns even a little too mature 
and healthy for 22-year-old tubercular seam- 
stress; she sounds more like a Butterfly or a 
Tosca, weightier roles. Here voice 
much bigger than Rodolfo’s (and Cambridge 
rarely modulates her dynamics blend better 
with the other singers), she had wonder- 


ing which the two lovers really had TB. She 
also“acts.” Everything seems practiced, and 
exaggerated: the coyness (more Butterfly than 
Mimi), the fragility, the coughs, the falling 
to her knees, the fainting. There’s too much 
artifice the core Cambridge’s conception 
for Mimi's innate sincerity. Her death scene 
certainly had the tears flowing (thank you, 
Puccini), but | hope more performing experi- 
ence will teach her more cooperative 
ensemble singer and a more inward actress. 
She’s got what it takes; she just needs to learn 
to make better use of it. 

Except for several dicy, unsupported high 
notes (one of them, an important one, at the 
climax of Rodolfo’s big first-act aria), Taylor’s 
small tenor voice is an elegant one, ideal for 
song recital with piano accompaniment 
more intimate hall. makes handsome 
leading man, though as an actor he’s re- 
strained, even constricted in expression. His 
Rodolfo has dour disposition. 
Was Ocel who encouraged him not look 
other characters in the eye (as in his entire 
third-act reconciliation duet with Mimi)? Did 
I believe that Rodolfo and Mimi fall instantly 
and deeply in love? Not for a minute. 

Baritone Timothy Mix makes a solid, lik- 
able Soprano Kimwaner Doner has 
the right sparkle in her voice for Musetta, 
but her sense of character seems to come 
from situation comedy. Burns does good 
job with Colline’s touching farewell his 
soon-to-be-hocked overcoat, but Pelto doesn’t 
put enough space around this aria make 
the memorable moment it was meant to be. 
Baritone Andrew Garland, with little help 
from Ocel, doesn’t much make the mu- 
sician Schaunard, the fourth roommate, very 
distinctive. On the other hand, bass-baritone 
Tom O’Toole keeps the two minor characters 
he plays, the landlord and Musetta’s wealthy 
keeper, thoroughly distinct. 

There’s corny but nice touch during the 
first-act love duet when the walls of Erhard 
Roms simple garret part and a gigantic full 
moon rises the lovers leave the stage dur- 
ing their final high notes. When we return 
to the garret for Mimi's death, the walls have 
turned into clouds (into which Colline, with 
his back to the audience, urinates). Very ro- 
mantic. I just wish that whatever keeps Puc- 
cini’s music eternally fresh were embodied in 
production that captured that freshness. 


Collage New Music has pared its season

chord, which allows the performer to make 
lots free choices like slapping the key- 
board with the flat the hands. After inter- 
mission, Donald Berman played Berio’s 1967 
revision, which everything completely 
annotated like pounding the keyboard 
with entire arm. Both pianists conveyed 
the piece’s wild jazz element and ticklish 
“Scarlatti meets Monk,” music 
director David Hoose quoted Berman. (Be- 
tween pieces, also quoted some Berio’s 
delicious remarks.) Oldfather was complete 
Berio’s masterpiece keyboard ex- 
ploration, SequenzaIV; then Berman returned 
with Six Encores, exquisite short nature pieces 
dating between 1965 and 1990, alternately 
jumpy and flowing, thumping and rustling, 
and written styles diverse Debussy 
and Tchaikovsky. 

One high point was the first American 
concert performance Berio’s last purely 
electronic piece, the 1957 Moment, for pre-re- 
corded tape. Ranging from baby burbles 
spacy space music, with abrupt changes from 
sustained “notes” to quicksilver “pizzicatos,” 
it all sounded unmistakably like Berio. The 
playback machine won big hand. The eve- 
ning ended with Hoose conducting with both 
delicacy and tremendous, climactic force the 
two pianists and percussionists Craig McNutt 
(marimba) and Nicholas Tolle (vibraphone) in 
the 1973 Linea, in which Berio sometimes omi- 
nously, sometimes whimsically reminded 
W.H. lines abou. how “all the 
clocks in the city/Began to whirr and chime:/ 
‘O let not Time deceive you,/You cannot 
conquer These wonderful musicians 
seemed make time stop. 


The German conductor Markus Stenz 
made good impression his Boston 
Symphony Orchestra debut, in spite of the 
disjunctive program: Mozart’s Symphony 
No. the time was nine) and 
Violin Concerto No. (from years later), 
American premiere the Australian 


composer Brett Dean’s violin concerto The Lost 
Art Letter Writing (as viola player, Dean spent 
years the Berlin Philharmonic), and the 
frequently heard Schumann Symphony No 

2 (James Levine conducted it here only a year 
ago). 

The Schumann was particularly effective. 
Stenz gives the impression solidity, but 
he also swings; you can see rhythms shoot- 
ing up from his toes and through his body 
like bolt electricity. can sprightly 
dance. One his gestures suggested diving 
into wave. The orchestra followed his hair- 
trigger tempo changes and lively, almost 
intuitive syncopations. Mozart’s little First 
Symphony had a similar rhythmic alermess 
and dynamic flexibility. It’s full inspired 
ideas (in one theme eight repeated notes) that 
don’t ever amount much here but promise 
delightful things come. 

The guest star was the elegant German vi- 
olinist Frank Peter Zimmermann, who com- 
missioned the Dean concerto. played 
beautifully, rhapsodically, as did the orches- 
tra, but more than a half-hour of Romantic 
but unmemorable musical gestures much 
too long. The four movements were inspired 
letters from Brahms, Van Gogh, Hugo 
Wolf, and the Australian bush ranger Ned 
Kelly. Dean quotes Brahms’s Fourth Sympho- 
ny in the extended opening movement, and 
Kelly’s social and political outrage emerges 
the fast finale, but most the music seems 
second-hand more opaque than illuminat- 
ing, more familiar than freshly minted. 

Zimmermann never plays ugly 
note. His tone has an easy radiance; it’s 
never thick gloppy. But unvaried. 
growls, moans, shrieks, seductive 
whispers, not even when one these aber- 
rations might telling. What saves him 
from mere suavity his gift for phrasing 
and rhythm. Dean least gave him work- 
out, wish had chosen piece that 
colors than Mozart’s most 
conventional violin concerto.

all the rock bands who have ever reunited, the Sonics 
waited the longest. The original version the Seattle 
band broke years ago, after practically invent- 
ing garage rock and leaving future generations cover 
songs (“The Witch,” “Cinderella,” “Psycho”) that now 
sound like classics but were only regional hits back then. 
The members played much music since, and 
singer/keyboardist Jerry Roslie was variously rumored 
incapacitated, incomunicado, dead. New 
York’s Cavestomp! scored minor miracle when got 
three original members the band (the other two are 
still alive but out of touch) to headline its festival last 
weekend, bill that also included the Strawberry 
Alarm Clock, New Colony Six, and Boston's own Lyrtes. 
The curiosity factor alone was enough draw near-full 
house Warsaw, cavernous Polish-American hall 
Brooklyn (think the Middle East with pirogis), and there 
were more than few Abbey/Club Bohemia faces. 

There was fanfare for the Sonics’ performance 
Sunday, just the familiar, hyper-distorted opening 
chords “He’s Waitin’ blasting out before the curtain 
parted. Not only did the Sonics pull off, they pulled 
off well that their four-decade silence now that 
much more mystery. True, the youngish rhythm 
section looked out place (though the new bassist and 
drummer played fine), and the set was paced that 
Roslie had unleash his Little Richard wails for only 
two three songs time. But his voice was intact, 
and the primitive sound the records was right there 
even real life, they sound the amps were all 
overloading and there were fuzz the needle.

Hear Music | Joni Mitchell's first 
album for Starbucks’ Hear Music 
label isn't being hyped as a con- 
cept album, but that’s what it is. 
Almost every song wags a finger 
at the impending environmental 
apocalypse, rampant politi- 
cal evils, and those who would 
allow such badness to thrive. 
Hopeful glimmers —“Hana,” a 
stoic call for volunteerism and 
keeping the faith — cut through 
the gloom, but Mitchell's not 
making any long-term plans. 
“We have poisoned everything 
and oblivious to it all/The cell- 
phone zombies babbie through 
the shopping malls,” she sings 
in “Bad Dreams.” The title song 
rails against both “Frankenstein 
technologies” and “assholes pass- 
ing on the right,” among other 
modern-day bummers; even the 
remake of “Big Yellow Taxi” takes 
on a discomforting 11th-hour hue 
absent from the original. Mitchell 
produced the album and played 
most of the instruments (includ- 
ing the cheesy disco-era drum 
machine). The arrangements are 
stark and lean, relying on omi- 
nous, droning washes of ambient 
sound, subtle jazzy guitar and 
keyboard, well-placed sax bursts, 
and honeyed pedal steel to provide 
coloring. Subdued but not en- 
tirely resigned, Mitchell sings in 
a strong, assured voice that’s still 
warm and welcoming, though 
lowered by decades of ecologically 
unhip tobacco smoke. Closing 
with “If,” with lyrics adapted 
from Rudyard Kipling, she as- 
sures, “I know you'll be all right.” 
Then again, maybe not.
